Democratic members on the 
board succeeded in amending 
the board’s rules taking away 
the power of the president to 
refer bills to committees and 
placing it in the hands of a 
steering committee. ’

rules was made at a caucus of 
Democratic aldermen preceding 


the regular board meeting. 
Seven aldermen, including 
Cunn, walked out of the

When the motion for a change 
in rules was introduced by Al- 
derman Alfred I. Harris of the 
Twenty-second ward, Alderman 
Anton Nicmeyer, aldermanic 
vice president, arose and made 
a vigoroug protest. ,

several yeers ago by Democrats 
to steal the governorship for 
their. candidatc, the late Law- 
rence MeDaniel, Niemeyer. said 
heatedly: 

“Larry McDaniel rests .in 
peace. His body is in the grave, 
but While this happens we have 
here another attempt at.a gov- 
ernorship steal.” 

Declaring that Gunn was 
elected president of the board

duties, Niemeyer told his Dem- 
ocratic colleagues:

Under the new rules, Nie- 
meyer, as vice president, would 
be on the steering committee.

Jr., Democrat, Eighteenth ward,

BORROW $68,750,000 


¥ New York Times News Service, 
ASHINGTON, Sept. 13 — 
The International Monetary 
Fund announced yesterday a 
loan of $68,750,000 to The 
Netherlands. At the same time 
The Netherlands arranged a 
standby credit of the same 
amount. 

The drawing by The Nether- 
lands, its first since the heavy 
general postwar European bor- 
rowings in 1947 and before 
the Marshall plan, Was clearly 
occasioned by the current 
“flight to the mark” in Europe. 
The Dutch guilder and the 
British pound have been the 
two currencies hardest hit by 
the speculative flight into West 
German marks which was 
spurred by the partial French 
devaluation.

U.S., RUSSIA AGREE 
TO TALKS ON MORE 
CULTURE CONTACT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 (UP) 
~The United States and Russia 
have agreed to begin high-level 
talks’ on stepping up cultural, 
technical and scientific contacts, 
diplomats disclosed today. 

The Russian agreement to 
open’ the talks here was the 
first indication of a possible 
softening in Russia’s tough for- 
eign policy line. 

Soviet acceptance of an Au 
16 suggestion by the Unit 
Statse that the talks be held 
next month was delivered to 
the State Department yesterday 
by Sergei R. Striganov. He con- 
ferred with William S. B. Lacy, 
special assistant to the Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles. 

In addition to informing the 
State Department they are 
ready to talk about development 
of contacts in the fields of edu- 
cation, culture, science, and 
travel, the Russians indicated a 
willingness to discuss an ex- 
change of radio and television 
programs between the two coun- 
tries. 

Apparently postponed, how- 
ever, is a plan suggested by 
the State Department to ex- 
change small delegations of 
radio and television experts this 
month.

In an initial decision last No- 
vember, ICC Examiner John L. 
Bradford ruled that Frisco ac- 
quired working control of .the 
Georgia line before obtaining 
commission approval, as re- 
quired by the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. 

‘Distortion’ Cited. 

Referring to a sttaement in 
Illinois Central's petition, to the 
effect that “large shipping in- 
terests” testified that a tie-up 
between Frisco and Central of 
Georgia would be a “catastrophe | 
to them,” Friseo declared: 

“This is a typical example of | 

- Jilinois Central's distortion of 
the record. Only one shipper 
of any size testified in opposi- 
tion.” 

Replying to Illinois Central’s

Act),-any such violation was not |: x 
‘flagrant’ but inadvertent; It 
(Frisco) properly and promptly 
divested itself of any power to 
control that may have existed.

An ICA spokesman observed 
that a good deal of Indian heavy 
industry is in the “public sec- 
tor” and that Indians might 
have to change their thinking 
somewhat to get the maximum 
aid from the United States. 

Issuance of the _ directive 
probably was one of Hollister’s 
last major actions before leav- 
ing ICA next month. Hollister 
is a former law partner of the 
late Senator Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio. For some years conserv- 
atives have been fearful that. 
United States foreign economic 
aid would encourage socialism, 
which they often equate with 
Comm . 

Many of the countries newly- 
freed from colonial status have 
socialistic or semi-socialistic 
economies. One reason is that 
they have no entrepreneurial 
middle classes and no way of 
accumulating investment cap- 
ital. It has been necessary for 
governments to take over in 
some fields which are areas of 
private enterprise in Western 
countries. 

First Written Stand. 

ICA officials whe explained 
the directive at a press confer- 
ence said that while it has gen- 
erally been United States policy 
to encourage private enterprise 
abroad. a written statement of 
such determination never has 
been drawn up and circulated 
to all field offices, as is now 
being done. The directive ‘was 


is now “official” and is being 
circulated to other governments. 
They acknowledged, however, 
that it has not been approved 
by the White House or by any 
inter-governmental agency and 
that it could be rescinded by 
the incoming replacement for 
Hollister, James H. Smith Jr., 
although they thought this un- 
likely. 


Issuance of the directive, the 
officials said, was preceded by 
18 months of study and debate. 
The statement was opposed on 
ideological and _ philosophic 
grounds, and by some who 
thought it would substantiate a 
Communist charge that the 
United States was seeking in- 
dustrial domination of the 
underdeveloped countries. Of- 
ficials of ICA thought the pol- 
icy would not pl@ into Com- 
munist hands. ‘ 

Hoped-For Net Effect. 

The hoped-for net effect of 
the policy appears to be, in the 
words of an ICA official: 

“If governments give greater 
support to private industry the 
ehances are they will receive 
greater support, both public and 
private, from the United States; 
it will help those who want to 
avoid statism.” 

As to the availability of pri- 
vate capital, it was said that 
under the present investment 
guarantee program American 
firms have offered to invest 
$700,000,000 in various projects. 

Following is the text of the 
order: 

“The United States is con- 
vinced that private ownership 
and operation of industrial and 
extractive enterprises contrib- 
ute more effectively than public 
ownership and operation to the 
general improvement of the 
economy of a country through 
better management, research, 


on the joint congressional com-

In a brief speech following 
the swearing-in, Graham re- 
ferred indirectly to the difficult 
position facing him.

They also 
have accused Strauss ‘of run- 
ning a “one-man ‘show” within 
the commission and pot keeping 
the congressional committee 
“fully informed” about the 
commission’s activities, as re- 
quired by law. 

Democrats, who unsuccess- 
fully urged the appointment of 
Murray, will be looking to Gra- 
ham to press their case within 
the commission. They also are 
expecting Graham to keep them 
informed about the commis- 
sion’s activities, particularly any 
differences that develop among 
the commissioners. 

Graham, previously a lawyer 
and financial consultant, is not 
publicly committing himself on 
what position he will take.

Saturday's conference between the President 
of the United States and the Governor of Ar- 
kansas offers both an opportunity to solve the 


_ Little Rock integration dispute. Mr. Eisenhower 


can use the meeting to stress that he will up- 
hold federal authority, as he must. Gov. Fau- 
bus can at least find a safe route of retreat from 
his imprudent challenge to the law of the land. 
Gov. Faubus asked for this meeting. The sig- 
nificant words in his telegram were these; “It is 
certainly my desire to comply with the order 


that has been issued by the district court in this 


case.” This is the first time that the Governor 
of Arkansas has said plainly that he had any de- 
sire to comply with the court's integration order. 


Thus the prospect is hopeful. Congressman 
Brooks Hays of Little Rock says “nothing but 
good” can come of the meeting. As the inter- 
mediary between national and state officers he 
deserves special credit because Arkansas’ two 
United States Senators have been so obviously 
looking the other way throughout the crisis. 

+ + . 


The problem for the President now is to in- 
duce Gov. Faubus to retreat. without forcing him 
into a public position of unconditional and ab- 
ject surrenders The White House denial that 
Gov. Faubus has “thrown in the sponge” indi- 
cates that Mr. Eisenhower is following the sound 
military rule of giving an opponent a line of 
retreat. 

Nevertheless, Gov. Faubus must retreat. It 
will be up to the President to make that plain. 
What may the, President say to the Governor 
of Arkansas? 

First, the Président undoubtedly will say what 
he has already said: “The Federal Constitution 
will be upheld by me by every legal means at 
my command.” 

That being the case, the President can make 
it plain that the Constitution calls for integra- 
tion ‘of public schools, under the Supreme 
Court's ruling, and that Gov. Faubus is defying 
the Constitution. 

Mr. Eisenhower can say, again as he has said 
before, that like most Americans, he abhors vio- 
lence. “He can point 6ut that, notwithstanding 
the Governor’s pretext of upholding the peace, 
the use of troops fo defy the law is an open 
invitation to violence. 

The President can add that while he has prom- 
ised most reasonably not to use federal troops 
to uphold federal court orders, he certainly can- 
not permit use of National Guard troops to nulli- 
fy federal court ordcrs. 

* . * 

Here Mr. Eisenhower can remind Gov. Faubus 
that Congress has given the President authority 
to place National Guard forces in federal service 
whenever “unlawful obstructions, combinations, 
or assemblages, or rebellion . . . make it im- 
practicable to enforce the laws of the United 
States in any state.” 

And Mr. Eisenhower can suggest that it would 
be better for the welfare of the nation and of 
Arkansas, and also politically wiser, for Gov. 
Faubus to withdraw the militia himself and 
leave the Little Rock case to the courts and 
the local police, without compelling the Na- 
tional Government to act. 

Moreover, the President can point the Gov- 
ernor toward two avenues of retreat. The fed- 
eral injunction proceeding Sept. 20 will un- 
doubtedly strip the Governor of any excuse for 
further interference in the Little Rock school 
matter. But he could avoid the painful neces- 
sity of a gubernatorial appearance before the 
federal bench by withdrawing before then. 

The Newport meeting will be a test of the in- 
fluence as well as the power of the federal 
executive. And the test cannot be met by a 
“middle-of-the-road” compromise, or a mutual 
retreat, or an ambiguous “deal.” No outcome 
is tolerable which leaves the Governor of Arkan- 
sas successfully using military power to set 
aside the orders of a federal court. Saturday 
will be a time for aver words from the President.

It may he that use of the St. Louis Chronic 
Hospital on Arsenal street could save the city 
the cost of a new institution of this type. But 
this, certainly is not possible so long as condi- 
tionS’ remain as they were found by a Circuit 
Court grand jury.

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Charter, Revision in the County 

The need fof basic revision of the St. Louis 
county charter is emphasized once more by the 
latest report of the Governmental Research 
Institute to the County Council. 

After a clese study of county operations, the 
institute proposes establishment of a depart- 
ment of administration, whose chief would be 
appointed by the supervisor, to take over most 
of the budgeting, purchasing and accounting 
functions of the county government. It dlso 
recommends a council-appointed independent 
auditor from oytside the government structure, 

Last July, the institute in an earlier report 
urged establishment of an appointive depart- 
ment of revenue to replace the elective offices 
of assessor and collector. 

A few weeks ago, the Metropolitan Survey not 
only concurred in ‘the latter recommendation, 
but urged abolition of the elective offices of 
county clerk, highway engineer, recorder . of 
deeds, sheriff, treasurer, coroner, public admin- 
istrator and | constables;; The county’s chief 
executive office should be strengthened by 
extending its supervisory power to these ad- 
ministrative officers, said the Survey; and the 
merit system should be applied'to all non-policy- 
forming employes in the revised county 
government... _ 

Taken together, the studies of the Govern- 
mental Research Institute and the Metropolitan 
Survey offer an impressive argument, by ex- 
petts in government who know what they are 
talking about, for thorough-going revision of 
the 1950 county charter, Since that charter 
was adopted, the county has gone through seven 
years of boom and growth which have rendered |

A second grievance was the Dominion’s un- 
favorable trade balance.

It is difficult, of course, fer Washington to 
control private investments in another country. 
Mr. Diefenbaker believes that firms operating 
in Canada should incorporate Canadian com- 
panies with stock available to Canadian citizens. 
The suggestion seems fair enough; but if not 
adopted voluntarily, it probably can be enforced 
only by legislation in Ottawa. The “dumping” 
of commodities, on the other hand, is under’ 
governmental control, and Washington should 
weigh immediate advantages against their ef- 
fect on a friendly neighbor. 

On his part, Mr. Diefenbaker no doubt realizes 
that United States capital has made a consider- 
able contribution to the Dominion’s current 
prosperity. Even so, there should be regard 
south of the border for the fear of an absentee- 
controlled economy. Canada does not want to 
become an economic colony. As a: matter of 
sound policy, Weshington also must be averse 
to such a possibility. With a genuine commu- 
nity of interests, it should not be difficult to 
initiate co-operative steps teward allaying Cana- 
dian fears.

Huck Finn Under Ban 


Mark Twain’s greatest work, “The Adventures 
of Huckleberry Finn” has met the fate of Shake- 
speare'’s “‘Merchant of Venice.“ The New York 
Board of Education has withdrawn -its approval, 
insofar as younger children are concerned, from 
what is widely regarded as the most penetrating 
of American classics. And like “The Merchant,” 
Huck Finn’s story has been found “racially 
offensive.” 

Yet if the American Negro had a friend two 
decades before the Civil War-that friend surely 
was Huck Finn. He took the world much as he 
found it, but that was not the way he liked it. 
Partly because the respectable, church-going 
folks of Hannibal accepted slavery, Huck em- 
barked with Jim on their great float down the 
Mississippi. The one time he deliberately broke 
the law was when he helped the slave escape. 

Even after his adventures, when he was ex- 
pected to go into training to become a pillar of 
the community, Huck headed for the new coun- 
try beyond the sunset because well-meaning as 
most of the Hannibal folks were, he could not 
join ghem in drawing their hard line between 
black and white. 

“Huckleberry Finn” is no “Unele Tom’s Cabin.” 
Mark Twain was not given to painting haloes 
around heads white gr black. But he did probe . 
souls. He did resist injustice. So we are glad 
that the New York ban applies only to grade- 
school and junior high-school pupils. In the 
eleventh grade, it may be read. And many a 
youngster before climbing so high on the educa- 
tional ladder, we hope, will have read it two, 
or three, or four times.

THE RED AND THE WHITE, by Henri 
Troyat. (Crowell, 563 pgs., $4.50.) 


One does not read far into this novel 
of the Russian revolution without being 
aware that he is engaged with an “im- 
portant” book, one to which adjectives 
like “signifi¢ant;” ©“searching;” ’’ and 
“vital” might be applied.

‘Invisible Sell’ Is New Ad Trick 
To Trap TV Commercial Haters 


Message Flashed on Screen for One Three- 
Thousandth of Second, Registers With- 
out Viewer Knowing It. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13 (UP)— 
Television viewers who resist 
commercials simply by refusing 
to look at them were pinned to 
the advertisers’ mat yeste 

The thing that did it was the 
“invisible sell,” a new advertis- 
ing technique that makes it pos- 
sible for a viewer to be exposed 
to a commercial without realiz- 
ing it. 

A film studio demonstration 
showed how an advertiser’s 
name could be superimposed 
over the regular picture on a TV 
screen for only one three-thou- 
sandth of a second and still be 
seen. 

Under this system, it would 
be possible for an advertiser to 
flash the name of a beer on the 
screen right in the. middle of a 
love scene or a cowboy chase. 

In the demonstration, the 
name of a soft drink was 


flashed on the screen every five 


seconds for a fraction of a see. 
ond. The inventor of the “in- 
visible sell” said that viewers 
who were thirsty saw the com- 
mercial, either consciously or 


rday. | subconsciously. 


Those who were not thirsty 
did not notice the advertiser's 
message, claimed James M. Vic- 
ary, the motivation researcher 
who developed the new process. 

He said the process cannot 
create a desire to buy thé prod- 
uct but can act as a “reminder” 
and accelerate an existing de- 
sire. It involves subliminal 
thoughts, defined as “below the 
threshold of sensation or aware- 
ness.” 

The technique was tested for 
six weeks in a New Jersey movie 
house, with soft drink and pop- 
corn ads flashed on the screen. 
Vicary said the “invisible” ad 
increased popcorn sales 57.5 per 
cent and soft drink sales 18.1 
per cent.

tie Nights Turn Cool | 
In Ozark Valleys

S the season moves into autumn, the period be- 

Ave: sunset and darkness grows shortef—and 

is especially noticeable in the deep valleys 

along our Ozark rivers. Now it is no longer mera 
as in mi 
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bar for camping” 
which. is shaded in 
both late afternoon . 
and early morning. 
As the nights grow 
increasingly chill, we 
may, instead, ehoose 
a campsite warmed 
by the afternoon sun 
ahd touched “by its 
early rays te burn 
away the mist, 
Throughout the hot 
weather on our river 
trips, we spread our 
bedrolls under ‘thé 
stars, even though 
the tent may be 
pitched to guard 
against the possibil- 
ity of rain. Often by 
morning the light 
groundcloth that cov- 
ers us is drenched with dew, but by the time camp is 
broken, everything has dried sufficiently for packing. 
Now that September is here we no longer scorn to 
use the tent; not so much because of the colder nights 
as because it grows more difficult to dry things out in 
the morning. The mist hangs longer in the valley and 
the rays of the early sun are not so warm. 
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ON OUR TRIP last week from Cedar Grove to 
Round Spring, I think that I found most interesting 


of all the number and variety of autumn wildflowers 
growing along the river banks, By all odds, the most 
spectacular of these is the beautiful cardinal lobelia 
with its tall spire of delicate yet brilliantly red blos- 
soms. Growing with clumps of blue mist-flower, the 
little Eupatorium, often called wild ageratum, or with 
small black-eyed Susans, goldenrod and wild_ phlox 
along the river bank, it makes a brave display at 
summer's ending. This business of “wild ageratum,” 
“mist-flower” and “black-eyed Susan” recalls a dis- 
cussion we had on our trip regarding the scientific - 
names of plants—and the reasons for finally learning 
= some of them if we have any interest at all in wild- 
flowers. Colloquial names such as “black-eyed Susan” 
: and “sweet William” can be—and often are-—applied 
to different plants by different people in different j§ 
| parts of the country. The result is, to say the least, & 
confusing. Plants of the same division, class, order 
and family occur throughout most of the world and 
the only way to keep the confusion from becoming 
hopeless is to place each plant in its proper niche and 
; give it a scientific name which is the same every- 
where. If you say “black-eyed Susan,” it is impos- 
sible for a botanist in West Germany or Southern 
Rhodesia to know what plant you mean. If you say 
“Rudbeckia hirta,” on the other hand, he has no 
trouble but can imMediately identify it in its praper 
place among the large family of Composites. 
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NONE OF THIS, I may say, interfered with our 
enjoyment as we floated downstream through three 
beautiful September days.

“I have learned that there 
are certain things about myself 
and my life that I cannot 
change, and that the past is 
past and it’s today that is im- 
portant. 

“But if I were 20 again I 
hope I would know that alco- 
holism is a disease. There's a 
chance that the 20-year-old to- 
day can know that fact—which 
was not generally accepted when 
I was 20. And I hope that, 
knowing that, if I found that I 
myself were an alcoholic—or in 
danger of developing that dead- 
ly, debilitating, self-destroying 
disability—that I would accept 
that fact and would do those 
things necessary to arrest the 
disease and so permit me to be- 
come a normally functioning, 
decent, constructive human 
being. 

“As it was, alcoholism crept 
up on me gradually, although I 
know now that I was showing 
early symptoms and that those 
symptoms were increasing in 
severity during my debutante 
year in Chicago, during my 
marriage, and the years I spent 
in Europe—which culminated in 
two attempted suicides because 
finally life had come to seem to 
hopeless, so without meaning, 
and so unmanageable.” 

Doctors repaired the damage

Cactus Expert 


By Clarissa Start 


ACK in the 1930s there was a popular song in which 
a thwarted swain told his lady love, “You never give the 


orchids I send a glance, no, you like cactus plants, this 
is a fine romance.” Such opinion to the contrary, there 
are many people who prefer cactus plants to orchids and 
one of them is Lad Cutak, Missouri Botanical Garden horti- 


eulturist and one of the world’s outstanding experts on 


eacti and other succulents. 


“Say ‘cactus’ to the ordinary person and he says, ‘Aw, 
those sticky things’,” says cactophile Cutak. “But they’re 
not all sticky. Some of them have flowers that rival the 
orchid. You don’t have to pamper them but if you give 
them a little attention they'll reward you. During the 
winter months they'll live in apartments even if you like 


the heat at 80 degrees. Try keeping a begonia under those 
eonditions.”

LAD (SHORT FOR LADISLAUS) CUTAK not only 
grows and does research on cactus but has written a book 
about them and is the moving force behind the Henry Shaw 
Cactus Society which has 100 members here and wilj hold 
a show tomorrow and Sunday at the garden. (Admission free, 
public invited.) ’ 

His own interest goes back to his father, Joseph Cutak, 
eriginally of Bohemia, who went to work at the Garden in 
1912. The oldest of six children, Lad visited his father fre- 
quently at work. 

“In fact in summer I used to hike out along River Des 
Peres and I'd always manage to get back here in time to eat 
my father’s lunch,” he laughs. “Even thén I liked the bi- 
zatre plants like the cactus. We lived on Thirteenth street 
and didn’t have a garden, just a brick yard but I made a 
rock garden and my father gave me a barre] cactus for it.”

CUTAK, THE BOY, had many interests, a museum of 
Indian artifacts in a corner behind a wardrobe, a box camera 
with which he tried time exposures. For a while he thought 
of being a priest and attended prep seminary; in his class 
were two members who later became distinguished as Bishop 
Helmsing and Bishop Byrne, 

As a temporary expedient he went to work at the Gar- 
den in 1927 doing general outdoor work. Two weeks after 
he started, a big hailstorm damaged the greenhouses so

cleaning up glass was his first job. He still had ambitions 
to be something else—an artist or photographer—but then 
the depression came and he wanted to get married and it 
seemed a good thing to have a steady job. 

“I decided this wasn’t a bad game and maybe I ought 
to learn more about some specialty,” he says. “We had rose 
and tree specialists so I chose cactus.” 

It was appropriate inasmuch as St. Louis had been a 
eactus center. Dr. George Engelmann, physician, botanist, 
and friend of Henry Shaw had corresponded with botanists 
who pioneered the Southwest in the 1840s and through them 
had described new species of cactus. Prof. William Tre- 
lease, the Garden's first director, was a century plant ex- 
pert and Charles H. Thompson, staff man, a cactus special- 
ist. By the ’90s the Garden had the largest existing cacti 
collection. 


x *k * 


INTEREST DWINDLED but in 1929 there was a resur- 
gence in California. A national society was formed. Cutak’s 
interest coincided with the trend and soon he was writing 
regularly for botanical bulletins. In 1941 he brought the 
cactus convention to St. Louis and in 1942 organized the 


Henry Shaw society. Last year his book (“Cactus Guide,” 
Van Nostrand) was published and has brought him letters 
from all over the world, including one last week from Jeru- 
salem. 

Those who can’t tell a Gymnocalycium Mihanovichi 
from an Astrophytum Myriostigma may be comforted to 
know that cactus is a complicated subject. There are three 
groups or tribes, the Pereskia, Opuntia and Cereus. Most 
people think of cactus as a desert plant but it flourishes in 
jungles, too. Some plants which look like cactus aren’t (like 
succulent spurge) while many which look like flowering 
shrubs are. Some are huge trees, some tiny buttons, some 
have showy flowers, one has a fruit which tastes like water- 
melon. In his desert plant house, Cutak has ds, 
many of which he’s grown from seeds or propaga simply 
by sticking a cutting in sand. 

There are oddities in cactus like the Little Old Man, 
which has long white hair, the Bishop’s Cap, and the Dump- 
ling, a soft variety, now illegal because of its narcotic prop- 
erties. There are three cacti native to Missouri but mostly 
cactus is an indoor plant here. They’re “good for lazy gar- 


deners,” Cutak says, but can be killed with kindness, main-_ 


ly overwatering. 

Cactus will not grow in pure sand but requires leaf- 
mold and food, but it will put up with much abuse. For 
instance you can use it in a waterless arrangement for weeks, 
then plant it and it will grow. (“Try doing that with a 
rose,” says Cutak with scorn.)

: A STOCKY MAN with bright blue eyes and a boundless 
flow of energy, Cutak works an 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. day, also 
lectures and writes. He's working on a book on philoden- 
dron, one on house plants, and another on cactus. He’s 
active in many organizations, helps run a teentown at St. 
St. Pius Church, and lives with his wife and three sons, 
Lad, Richard and Ronald, at 3339A Virginia avenue. While 
eacti is his first love, he’s done much work on tropical 
plants, is now working on desert plants like a holly-leaf bar- 
berry which will grow here. On field trips to Mexico he 
himself has “described” new cacti, including. one species 
which he named after a friend, Tom MacDougall which 


accounts for the botanical oddity, Peniocereus MacDougall.” 
Although he almost lost an eye when a cactus thorn » 


pierced it, he’s remained loyal to cacti feeling their beauty 
overshadow their prickly qualities. 


“T never even wear gloves when I work around them,” 


he says. “There’s nothing to it when you know how to 
handle them. But every now and then a new man comes 
to work here and somehow he stoops in the wrong direction 
and oh boy, you ought to see him jump.” pape

HEY’RE moving out of the 
Toa Merchants’ Exchange 

building, and into the new, 
modern structure on Oakland 
avenue. Starting today, the

Outside of the records, Krings 
said, there won’t be much for the 
Exchange office to move.

just why the ornate rostrum 
was ever built.

Hanging Wood Storm Windows. 


MONG the things we are 

against is climbing way up 

on a ladder on a windy day 
carrying a heavy storm window 
and then trying to set said storm 
window in place on the window 
frame. We are even more 
against this job when the indi- 
vidual who’s up there on the 
ladder is not used to this sort 
of work. 


If you live in a two-story 
house and have to install wood 
storm windows then we'd like to 
suggest the inside method of in- 
stallation. All you need. for this 
task is a length of 2 by 4 and 
another individual to give a 
helping hand. 


What you do is drag the storm 
window and the 2 by 4 upstairs 
to the window. Push the 2-by-4 
out the window so that it ex- 
tends out three or four’ feet. 
Have the other person hold the 
end of the board that is still in 
the house. Now you tilt the 
storm window on edge and slip 
it through the opened window. 
Some of its weight can be car- 
ried on the 2 by 4. When you've 
got it outside, set it upright in 
the correct position and push 
the bottom out along on the 


board. Push the bottom of the 
sash out Until you can hang the 
sash on the fasteners attached 
to the top of the window frame. 
Now withdraw the board and 
bring the bottom of the sash 
back to the window sill. You'll 
find that once you've got the 
hang of this method it will go 
pretty easily and there won't be 
any danger of your taking a bad 
fall. 

While we're on the subject of 
storm windows, be sure that the 
glass and the window sash glass 
is clean before hanging and also 
be sure that the wood is prop- 
erly coated with paint and that 
the putty around the glass is in 
good condition.

Remember the next time you 
buy some lumber that the cost 
of clear lumber is usually about 
twice that of lumber with knots 
in it. If the boards are going to 
be painted you can save your- 
self a pile of money by buying 
the stuff with knots.
